of the conservatives, who sought to 
make Canada a rival of this country

out of the Pacific ocean. Great Britain 
vnnlcl come actively into competition 
with American shipping, interests, to 
the great disadvantage of tne latter, 
which are now pre-eminent in the ter- 
ritory in question. Over the waterways 
and the passes embraced in the dis- 
puted territory an immense amount of 
immigration and supplies for the Ca- 
nadian Northwest Territory now goes 
through American hands. 
"The right of complete .jurisdiction 


over this "coast, exercised so long by 
Russia without protest 
from Great 


Britain became ours by purchase and 
for many years after that Great Brit- 
ain acquiusced in our exercise of au- 
thority over that territory as Russia 
exercised It. 


"It was not until 1887 that the Cana- 


dian government issued an official map 
showing that, it claimed Its boundary 
line from the outer edge of the islands, 
instead of running- parallel to the coast 
line reckoned from the coast to the 
in;>inland.

giislu-s twice an hour and several times 
when the workingmcn thought they 
had the fire under control a sheet of 
liquid ilamti would shout into the air 
undoing all their work. 
. It was not until 3 o'clock that the 
men sot the fire under control. 
The 


feat was finally accomplished by run- 
ning: a steam pipe from one of the en- 
gine houses, several hundred feet away. 
While the oil in the burning well was 
receding the pipe was taken up to the 
casing and the steam turned into the 
well. By this means the tire was smoth- 
ered. 
The well was then capped and 


further outflow of oil prevented. 
The 


fin; consumed altuut 1000 barrets of oil. 


When the fire broke out the well was 


still being drilled though the How of 
oil was already as yreat as from any 
other well on the West Side. 
The fire 


will not in any way Interfere with the 
present output of oil nor cause any 
hindrance or delay tf> future develop- 
ment In the fields.

Short. 


"Forty dollars or twenty days In 


jail." was the sentence imposed upon 
Deputy United States Marshal' K. J. 
Boust yesterday afternoon by Superior 
Judffe Short of Kings county. 
As al- 


ready published , Boust several days 
ago determined not to be bluffed out of 
a federal prisoner by a writ of habeas 
corpus issued from the Hanford supe- 
rior court. 
, The prisoner in question was a Chi- 
naman arrested by Boust for being un- 
lawfuly in the United States. The mat- 
ter Rot into the papers and aJl the glory 
for the achievement went to BousL 
When Judge Short got the 
Deputy 


Marshal into his court room yesterday, 
however, hu took a band at play Ing- 
boss. 
As an attorney described it: 


His Honor was "livid with ragre" and 
he grilled Boust with a vengeance. 


The hearing on the contempt proceed- 


ings occasioned considerable excite- 
ment In Hanford and the court room 
was well filled when court opened at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. . The hear- 
ing lasted until 6 o'clock when'the court 
found Bottst guilty and imposed sen- 
tence as stated above. 


Some of' the testimony Introduced 


was quite interesting. 
The most Im- 


portant witnesas was Sheriff Buckner 
of Kings county who had served the 
writ on Boust. 
The Sheriff declared 


that the Deputy Marshal seemed to re- 
Kurd the writ as an Insult and inti- 
mated very strongly that he would not 
he bound by the order of any 22-calibre 
magistrate even if the latter did pre- 
side over the highest court of Baby 
Kings. 
The Sheriff said Boust actu- 


ally threw the writ contemptuously on 
the ground and abruptly closed the con- 
ference with the exclamation. "What 
kind of a d 
- fool judge have you got 


in Hanford anyway?" An eye-witness 
to the court proceedings says that when 
the Sheriff reached this part of his re- 
cital, His Honor grew red in the fare 
and looked daggers at the Deputy Mar- 
shal. 


Boust also took the stand and told 


the story jn-actically ns Buckner had 
told It. 
He explained that Attorney 


Talbert had angered him and that in

He said he was de- 


termined to get his prisoner.

Artificial Leg That is Inflated. 


[Scientific American.] 


An English Inventor has devised a 


very 'ngonimis artificial leg a,nd foot 
intended for use in cases of amputation 
below the knee joint. It Is mainly com- 
posed of a hollow rubber chamber, 
which Is inflated in exactly the same 
way as n bicycle tire. The skeleton of 
the foot Is of wood, nnd contains with- 
in it :t rubber-faced Joint which per- 
mits of movements like those that take 
place at thft ankle. A pair of rubber 
pnt-umatin pads surround the end of 
the amputated limb, so that no' undue 
pressure Is ^xcrted on the tissue.
